Columbia  students 
participate  in  Mideast 


seminar 

Five  Columbia  students  spent  three 
weeks  in  the  Middle  East  this 
summer  learning  about  ancient  history 
and  modern  politics  in  an  innovative 
seminar  led  by  Max  Miller,  Professor 
of"  Old  Testament  Studies  at  Candler 
School  of  Theology,  Emory  University. 

Sponsored  by  an  anonymous 
donor  who  finances  two-thirds  of  the 
total  cost  of  the  tour,  the  annual 
seminar  allows  students  from 
Columbia,  Candler,  and  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in 
Louisville,  Ky.,  to  travel  through 
Israel,  Jordan,  and  Greece  and  meet 
with  prominent  citizens  of  these 
countries  to  discuss  current  events. 
Along  with  Miller  and  the  fifteen 
seminarians  were  six  prominent 
laypeople,  including  Mary  Beth 
Busbee,  the  wife  of  former  two-term 
Georgia  Governor  George  Busbee, 
Cecil  Conlee,  Atlanta  businessman  and 
trustee  at  Trinity  Presbyterian;  Johnny 
Ford,  mayor  of  Tuskegee,  Ala.;  Jan 
Patterson,  Aberdeen,  Miss.,  attorney; 
Lynn  Pattillo,  Decatur  Presbyterian 
Church  member;  and  Bob  Wilson, 
DeKalb  County  district  attorney  and 
elder  at  Decatur  Presbyterian. 

An  Arab  political  scientist 
addressed  the  group  of  22  seminar 
participants  in  Amman,  Jordan.  In 
Jerusalem,  spokespeople  from  the 


American  Embassy  and  the  Hebrew 
University  lectured  the  group.  Mayor 
Johnny  Ford  arranged  for  the  group 
to  meet  with  the  mayor  of  Jerusalem. 
Four  of  the  seminar  participants 
from  Columbia  are  seniors:  Coile 
Estes,  Decatur,  Ga.;  George  Head, 
Chattanooga,  Tenn.;  Paul  Henschen, 
Fayetteville,  N.C.,  and  Steve  Price, 
Aiken,  S.C.  The  fifth  Columbia 
student,  Tom  Ulrich  '85,  is  now 
assistant  pastor  at  Westminster 
Presbyterian  Church,  Hot  Springs. 
Ark. 

Commenting  on  the  trip,  Ulrich 
said,    "Something  that  has  changed 
the  world  took  place  in  this  area."  He 
added  that  the  insights  gained  on  this 
trip  made  the  Bible  especially  real  to 
him. 

Ms.  Estes  agreed.  "Seeing  the 
land  makes  the  Biblical  stories  come 
alive,"  she  said.  "The  climate,  the 
lushness  of  the  Jordan  Valley  and  the 
Sea  of  Galilee,  and  then  the  desert  — 
now  I  understand  why  Jesus  kept 
talking  about  water,  and  water  as 
life." 

Miller,  who  leads  the  tour  every 
summer,  provided  "the  sweep  of 
history  at  every  spot,"  Ms.  Estes  said. 
She  added  that  the  tour  for  Miller 
was  "a  labor  of  love"  and  that  she 
felt  privileged  to  have  experienced  the

Middle  East  under  his  guidance. 

The  tour  group  arrived  in 
Amman,  Jordan,  on  June  3,  where 
they  spent  their  first  five  nights. 
While  based  in  Amman,  they  traveled 
to  Petra,  an  ancient  city  partially  hewn 
out  of  rock  cliffs,  and  to  Mt.  Nebo, 
from  where  Moses  viewed  the 
Promised  Land  shortly  before  his 
death. 


Leaving  Amman  and  crossing  the 
Jordan  River  into  Israel,  they  visited 
the  ruins  at  Jericho  before  traveling  to 
Tiberias,  on  the  coast  of  the  Sea  of 
Galilee.  There  they  spent  two  nights 
on  a  kibbutz,  a  farming  settlement, 
and  visited  the  traditional  site  of 
Jesus'  Sermon  on  the  Mount.

First  year  students 


Students  register  for  fall  term  classes. 


Columbia  Seminary  has  added  49 
new  students  to  its  three  basic  degree 
programs  this  fall;  twenty-nine  of  that 
number  are  second  career  students. 
The  group  has  a  40-year  age  span, 
with  the  youngest  student  being  21 
years  old,  while  the  oldest  is  61. 

Twelve  women  and  37  men 
comprise  the  group,  which  includes 
41   Presbyterians.  Ethnically,  the  class 
contains  four  blacks  and  three  Asians. 

Forty  percent  of  the  entering  class 
is  in  the  top   10  percent  of  GRE 
(Graduate  Record  Examination)  scores 
nationally.  Ten  students  in  this  class 
arc  in  the  top  one  percent  of  GRE 
scores 

The  new  students  hold  degrees 


from  such  institutions  as  Presbyterian 
College,  the  Universities  of  Georgia, 
Tulsa,  South  Carolina,  Mississippi, 
Puget  Sound,  and  Florida,  Georgia 
State  University,  Georgia  Tech, 
Georgia  Southern,  Davidson  College, 
Eckerd  College,  Wake  Forest 
University,  Elon  and  Berry  Colleges 
and  many  more. 

The  second  career  students  have 
come  from  such  careers  as  health 
care/medical  consultant,  teacher, 
farmer,  camp  director,  certified  public 
accountant,  engineer,  sales  rep, 
insurance  rep,  organist  and  choir 
director,  real  estate  investor,  and 
others.

From  the  President

Graduation  is  always  a  moving 
experience  for  all  of  us  involved  — 
graduates,  families,  faculty, 
administrators,  and  representatives  of 
home  churches  and  presbyteries.  This 
year  was  unique  in  that  26  of  the  75 
graduates  were  ordained  ministers  who 
had  earned  the  Doctor  of  Ministry 
degree.  One  Doctor  of  Sacred 
Theology  was  awarded,   10  Master  of 
Theology,  34  received  the  basic  degree 
leading  to  ordination,  two  received  the 
M.A.  in  Youth  Ministry,  and  two 
earned  the  M.A.  in  Theological 
Studies. 

Can  you  imagine  all  that  went 
into  the  awarding  of  those  degrees? 
The  Church  which  began  and  sustains 
Columbia  in  this  our  157th  year  has 
provided  essential  elements  in 
scholarships,  plant,  faculty  and  staff. 
Congregations  and  pastors  have 
articulated  the  call  to  ministry.  College 
professors  and  chaplains  have 
counseled  prospective  students.  The 
students  have  been  educated  in  those 
institutions  and  are  college  graduates 
prior  to  enrolling  here.  Families  have 
discussed,  supported,  challenged  and 

Nickle  gives 

Baccalaureate 
sermon 

"Consider  your  call,  brethren.  Not 
many  of  you  were  wise  according  to 
worldly  standards,  not  many  were 
powerful,  not  many  were  of  noble 
birth;  but  God  chose  what  is  foolish 
in  the  world  to  shame  the  wise.  God 
chose  what  is  weak  in  the  world  to 
shame  the  strong.  God  chose  what  is 
low  and  despised  in  the  world. ..to 
bring  to  nothing  things  that  are," 
read  Keith  Nickle,  professor  of  New 
Testament  language,  literature  and 
exegesis  at  Columbia  Seminary  from 
1975-1982.  He  preached  the 
baccalaureate  sermon  at  Clairmont 
Presbyterian  Church  on  Sunday,  June 
2,   1985. 

Dr.  Nickle  told  the  graduates  at 
the  1 1  a.m.  service  that  their  ministry 
is  based  not  on  any  acheivements  or 
accomplishments  of  theirs,  but  on  the 
grace  of  God.  His  sermon,  based  on  1 
Corinthians  1:26-31,  stressed  that 
ministry  is  an  act  of  God,  without 
whom  the  minister  and  the 
congregation  are  nothing. 

Adapting  an  old  rabbinical  story, 
Dr.  Nickle  ended  the  sermon  with  a 
prayer:  "Master  of  the  Universe,  these 
people  seeking  help  from  me  ought 
not  to  be  punished  because  they  think 
I  am  a  Christian  minister.  What  am 
I?  I  am  nothing,  just  a  pretender.  We 
all  are  pretenders.  So,  not  because  of 
what  I  am,  but  because  of  these 
people  and  their  faith,  can  it  hurt 
that  they  be  comforted  and  made 
whole?"  He  urged  the  graduates  to 
pray  this  prayer  throughout  their 
ministry. 

The  service  was  led  by 
Clairmont's  pastor  Jack  C.  Oates  '65. 


celebrated  with  our  graduates. 

However,  in  the  final  analysis, 
individuals,  young,  middle  aged,  and 
old,  have  heard  God's  call  and  said, 
"Here  am  I,  send  me."  They  now 
have  scattered  from  Florida  to 
Michigan,  and  from  Texas  to  Georgia, 
and  even  overseas  to  serve. 

With  only  a  very  few  exceptions, 
the  process  of  the  Book  of  Order  has 
functioned  in  the  placement  of  the 
graduates,  and  as  Calvin  would  say, 
the  call  of  a  particular  church 
validates  the  call  to  ministry.  The 
remaining  few  graduates  are  "in 
conversation"  with  churches. 

If  you  have  invested  in  these 
men  and  women  through  your  gifts, 
your  prayers,  your  nurture,  you  will 
rejoice  with  ail  of  us  in  their 
accomplishments.  Continue  to  pray  for 
them. 

On  September  3  we  began  again 
with  a  promising  new  group  of 
students.

Seventy-five  graduates 
receive  diplomas 
during  June  2  exercises

The  Board  of  Directors  of  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  awarded  75 
diplomas  at  the  school's   153rd 
commencement  Sunday,  June  2, 
1985,  including  a  Doctor  of  Ministry 
degree  to  Florida  minister  Lewis 
Bullard,  who  received  his  master's 
degree  from  Columbia  in   1959,  and  a 
Master  of  Divinity  degree  to  his  son 
Gary.  During  the  ceremony  Dr. 
Bullard  welcomed  the  graduates, 
including  his  son  Gary,  into  the 
Alumni/ae  Association. 

The  commencement  exercises 
featured  an  address  by  Dr.  James 
Costen,  president  of  the 
Interdenominational  Theological  Center 
in  Atlanta  and  former  moderator  of 
the  United  Presbyterian  Church 
(USA).  Costen  told  the  capacity  crowd 
at  Columbia  Presbyterian  Church  that 
the  road  to  ministry  is  tortuous  and 
that,  on  that  road,  one  must  be 
"knocked  down,  set  straight,  and  sent 
forth."  Costen  used  the  story  of  Paul's 
conversion  on  the  road  to  Damascus 
to  illustrate  his  point. 

Costen  s  speech  was  followed  by 
the  awarding  of  degrees.  Seminary 
President  J.  Davision  Philips  presented 
each  graduate  by  name  to  Chairman 
of  the  Board  William  A.  Adams,  who 
distributed  diplomas.  Dean  of 
Students  Peter  C.  Carruthers 
congratulated  each  graduate 
immediately  before  Vice  President  for 
Academic  Affairs  Oscar  Hussel  hooded 
the  graduates. 

Twenty-six  DM  in.  degrees  were 
awarded  to  ministers  already  serving 
churches.  Four  others  received  the 
D.Min.  as  their  first  professional 


degree.  These  four  attended  three 
years  of  classes,  served  a  one-year 
internship  and  authored  a  dissertation 
to  receive  their  doctorates. 

The  M.Div .  was  awarded  to  30 
graduates,  including  five  who  received 
the  degree  with  distinction:  Mary 
Amos,  Jan  Davis,  Robert  Klein, 
Butch  Miranda,  and  Cameron  Gray 
Norsworthy. 

The  Seminary  conferred  one 
Doctor  of  Sacred  Theology,   10 
Masters  of  Theology,  two  Masters  of 
Arts  in  Youth  Ministry  and  two 
Masters  of  Arts  in  Theological  Studies, 
including  one  to  Julie  Cline,  who 
graduated  with  distinction. 

Six  seniors  received  five  awards 
for  academic  excellence  after  the 
degrees  were  conferred.  Sandra  Fox 
and  Greg  Bird  shared  the  James  T. 
and  Celeste  M.  Boyd  Memorial  Book 
Fund  Award,  given  annually  to 
persons  who  intend  to  build  their 
collection  of  theological  books  as  a 
resource  for  their  ministry. 

Miriam  Dunson  received  the 
Presbytery  of  St.  Andrew  Women  of 
the  Church  Preaching  Award  for  the 
best  sermon  preached  by  a  student 
during  the  academic  year.  Jannar 
Davis,  who  graduated  at  the  top  of 
the  class,  earned  the  Wilds  Book  Prize 
for  his  achievement. 

Two  graduate  scholarships  were 
granted  to  students  who  desire  to 
continue  studies  beyond  the  master's 
level.  Robert  Klein  received  the 
Harvard  A.  Anderson  Fellowship,  and 
Willie  Coleman  was  given  the 
Columbia  Graduate  Scholarship.  D

Dr  Brian  Henry  Childs  has  been 
appointed  to  the  Columbia  Seminary 
faculty  as  Associate  Professor  of 
Pastoral  Theology  and  Counseling, 
announced  President  Davison  Philips. 
The  appointment  was  effective  August 
1    Dr.  Childs  is  filling  the  position 
held  by  Dr.  T  Nease  until  his  death 
last  year. 

Dr.  Childs  received  the  Ph.D., 
cum  laude,  from  Princeton  Theological 
Seminary  in   1981    He  earned  the 
Th.M.  and  M.Div.  degrees  from 
Princeton  Seminary,  also,  and  the  B.A. 
from  Maryville  College  in  1969- 

He  left  the  position  of  director  of 
advanced  pastoral  studies  and  staff 
therapist  at  Trinity  Counseling  Service, 
which  serves  the  Princeton  area.  As 
director,  Dr.  Childs  served  as  lecturer 
in  pastoral  theology  at  Princeton 
Theological  Seminary  and  as  adjunct 
professor  of  pastoral  theology  at  New 
Brunswick  Theological  Seminary, 
managing  the  Master  of  Theology  in 
pastoral  counseling  program  for  both 
seminaries.  Dr.  Childs  was  also 
visiting  guest  professor  of  pastoral 
theology  at  Moravian  Theological 
Seminary  in  Bethlehem,  Penn.  He  had 
a  large  clinical  practice  in  the  Trinity 
Counseling  Service  as  well. 

Dr.  Childs  is  a  member  of 
several  organizations,  including  the 
American  Association  of  Marriage  and 
Family  Therapists,  American  Family 
Therapy  Association,  American 
Association  of  Pastoral  Counselors,  and 
the  Presbyterian  Historical  Society. 

The  author  of  several 
publications,  Dr.  Childs  has  written 
articles  for  Pastoral  Psychology,  The 
Princeton  Seminary  Bulletin,  Dictionary 
of  Pastoral  Care  and  Counseling,  and 
Horn  tie  tic. 

At  Columbia  Dr.  Childs  will  be 
teaching  such  courses  as  Theology  and 
Practice  of  Counseling  the  Individual, 
Pastoral  Marriage  and  Family 
Counseling,  and  Pastoral  Theological 
Method.  Saying  he  is  delighted  to  be 
at  Columbia,  Dr    Childs  adds, 
•Columbia  has  given  me  the 
opportunity  to  do  what  I  do  best, 
which  is  teaching.  1  think  both  the 
Seminary  and  1  will  benefit."

Columbia  offers  cross-registration 


This  fall  Columbia  initiates  a 
program  which  will  give  its  students 
benefits  available  from  every 
institution  in  the  University  System  in 
Georgia.  The  cross-registration 
program,  which  is  being  adopted  for  a 
three-year  trial  period  by  the 
University  System,  allows  students  of 
the   1 1  member  institutions  to  attend 
classes  at  any  one  of  the  schools. 

New  to  the  University  System, 
cross-registration  has  been  practiced  by 
the  Atlanta  Theological  Association  for 
six  years,  allowing  students  at 
Columbia,  Candler  School  of 
Theology,  Erskine  Seminary,  and  the 
Interdenominational  Theological  Center 
(ITC)  to  mingle  in  classes  at  all  four 

campuses. 

The  University  System  is 
comprised  of,  in  addition  to 
Culumbia,  Agnes  Scott  College,  the 
Atlanta  College  of  Art,  the  Atlanta 
University  Center,  which  includes 
ITC,  Emory  University,  including 
Candler;  Georgia  Institute  of 
Technology;  Georgia  State  University; 
Kennesaw  College;  Oglethorpe 
University;  Southern  Technical 
Institute;  and  the  University  of 

Georgia. 

Students  who  cross-register  will 
pay  fees  to  their  home  institution  and 
will  not  have  any  financial 
commitment  to  the  host  institution, 
that  is.  the  school  into  which  they 
have  cross-registered. 

Columbia's  Vice  President  tor 
Academic  Affairs  Oscar  Hussel  said 


this  program  has  come  about  in  the 
past  year,  and  it  is    "an  idea  whose 
nme  has  come."  He  added  that  the 
University  System  received  permission 
from  Georgia  Attorney  General  Mike 
Bowers  to  institute  this  program 
which  will    "mix  public  and  private'' 
campuses,  provided  there  is  no 
exchange  of  funds. 

Dean  Hussel  believes  that 
student  participation  in  the  new 
program  will  be  slight  this  fall  since 
the  program  has  just  been  instituted, 
but  should  quickly  increase.  '"Our 
hope  is  that  we  will  have  new 
students  here,"  Hussel  said. 

The  vice  president  added  that 
cross-registration  will  "allow  our 
students  to  take  courses  we  cant 
provide,  thereby  enriching  our 
curriculum."

Caesarea  Philippi,  the  site  of  Peters 
confession  that  Jesus  was  the  Son  of 
God.  Next,  they  traveled  to  the 
coastal  city  of  Haifa  and  then  to  the 
Lebanese  border,  where  Ulrich  said  he 
was  struck  by  the  sight  of  Israeli 
schoolchildren  being  escorted  by 
teachers  carrying  guns.  He  added  that 
he  saw  many  Israeli  women  carrying 
guns. 

From  the  Lebanese  border  the 
group  headed  south  to  Mt.  Carmel  on 
the  Mediterranean  coast,  the  site  of 
Elijah's  confrontation  with  the  priests 
of  Baal.  Then,  further  south  through 
Jerusalem  to  the  Plain  of  Megiddo, 
where  Josiah,  king  of  Judah,  was 
killed  and  his  army  defeated  by  Egypt 
in  609  B.C. 

The  seminar  participants  visited 
Masada  on  the  coast  of  the  Dead  Sea, 
where  Jewish  zealots  made  their  last 


stand  against  Rome  in  73  AD.  They 
also  toured  Qumram,  where  the  Dead 
Sea  scrolls  were  discovered  in    1947. 
From  the  Dead  Sea,  the  group 
went  up  to  Jerusalem  for  five  days. 
While  based  in  Jerusalem,  they  visited 
Bethlehem  and  the  Mount  of  Olives, 
including  the  Garden  of  Gethsemane, 
where  Jesus  was  arrested.  In 
Jerusalem,  they  toured  the  site  of  the 


ancient  Temple.  Today,  a  mosque. 
The  Dome  of  the  Rock,  sits  on  the 
ruins  of  the  Temple,  of  which  only 
one  wall,  the  Wailing  Wall,  still 
stands. 

The  tour  ended  with  a  four-day 
stay  in  Greece,  with  visits  to  Athens, 
Corinth,  Mycenae,  and  the  island  of 
Hydra.  □
